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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The recitation that the fixng portion is "rectangular-shaped" on line 6 of claim 1 raises a new issue requiring 
further search and/or consideration. Similarly, the recitation "thereby securing the brush (7) inserted into the hole (5) in a rectangular 
shape" on lines 7-8 of claim 1 also raises a new issue requiring further search and/or consideration. Also, claim 1 , line 9, the phrase 
"when the brush is inserted into the fixing portion a container containing cosmetics" is awkwardly written grammatically. Further, such 
recitation raises a new issue requiring further search and/or consideration. The new matter issue is still maintained (see Final Office Action 
dated 1 7 August 2006). It appears Applicant has omitted a strikethrough on lines 8-9 of claim 1 .
